Swindier Still at Large. 

The local head of the detective 
agency said he didn’t know much 
about the case, but ‘that. the 
swindling Western stranger hadn’t 
been caught. 

The story goes that Andrew D. 
Franz, agent for the Mississippi & 
Ohio Steamboat Co., of which 
Harry Drees is head, who has his 
office with the Drees brothers, saw 
the Westerner’s ‘‘want ad’’ and 
called i#t to the attention of the 
brothers. They got in touch with 
the advertiser, who came here, say- 
ing that he was from either Wash- 
ington or Oregon. It is supposed 
that he was made director in the 
business because of his desire to 
invest. 


The new partner received a let- 
ter, purporting to be from his bank- 
ers out home, in which was a cash- 
ier’s check in his favor for $30,000 
and a letter advising him not to 
put all his eggs in one basket, but 
to spread his investments a bit; 
the suggestion was made that he 
invest $15,000 here. Then he rent- 
ed a safe-deposit box at the North- 
western Trust Co., and apparently, 
gave other indications of being a 
substantial citizen. 

Got Good Cheek for $15,000. 

He decided to follow his bank’s 
advice and turned his cashier's 
check over to the Drees brothers, 
or one of them, wyreceiving in 
“change” their check for $15,000. 
As the exchange was effected he 
recalled that he had to go down- 
town to his hotel for something, 
and left—and that was the last 
seen of the stranger from the West. 
His departure caused an immedi- 
ate suspicion, because he had 
spoken previously of staying at 
Hotel Chase, in the West End. 

The $30,000 eashier’s check 
proved to be.a forgery, but, to the 
sorrow of the Drees brothers, the 
stranger seems to have had no 
difficulty in cashing their $15,000 
check.

Ifa vegetable is strong flavored, 
like cabbage, turnips, a . larger 
quantity of water may be used or 
even two waters to remove the 
coarse and acrid favor. One ex- 
cellent plan is to “blanch” such 
coarse vegetables by dropping them 
into boiling water and holding 
them there about threa minutes; 
then removing to fresh water, just 
enough to cover, and simmering 


| slowly. 


If a vegetable has a quantity of 
fiber or cellulose (cabbage, celery, 
string beans, turnips), it will be 
found that this woody fiber be- 
comes hard if the cooking is carried 
on too long or at too high a point. 
How often I see cooks who actually 
prepare Vegetables at a frying heat. 
It is not necessary to have the 
flame high and flaring when cook- 
ing any fibrous vegetable, but rath- 
er simmer the product and remove 
at once from the fire when cooked. 
The great mistake of the old- 
fashioned housewife was to cook 
cabbage several hours until almost 
red and like a hard stone, so much 
so that many of us still dislike 
cabbage because we connect it with 
that poor and wrong preparation. 

When we come to the second or 
watery group of vegetables we have 
an entirely different texture and 
consistency. Most green and wa- 
tery vegetables (spinach, aspara- 
gus, tOmatoes) have almost no 
starch but consist of a delicate fi- 
ber holding mineral] salts in solu- 
tion.
